THE HABIT OF BEING SUCCESSFUL 


Nac, 40 YOU know people who have the habit 
H eed Y of succeeding in whatever they under- 
as 4 take? Do they not seem to cultivate 
the habit of success just as others seem 
to cultivate the habit of failure? Have you 
not thought of success as a habit that can be 
acquired? 

Each time a man succeeds, his success makes 
every subsequent achievement easier. He es- 
tablishes a process of mind activity that an- 
ticipates and assures success. Fear of failure 
is overcome and confidence in success is es- 
tablished. His mind thinks success, and he 
moves toward success. 

The pioneer finds that each time he travels 
over a new path that he is making, his progress 
becomes easier. In the same way, every time 
we use the success thought or think of ourselves 
as successful, the easier it is for us to succeed. 
Thinking the thought of success helps to weaken 
any thought of failure that may be lurking in 
mind. 

“Unto every one that hath shall be given, 
and he shall have abundance.” To every one 
who has the consciousness of success and uses 
it, shall be given more and more success. Suc- 
cess eventually will become a habit with him. 
He will become so used to thinking success and 
being successful that he cannot fail. 

Many men need to cultivate confidence in 
success. They need to feel, when they are in- 
spired by the Spirit within them to do some- 
thing, that they can accomplish it. They need

to know that the very act of attempting to do 
what Spirit bids them carries success with it. 

In almost every home, office, and institu- 
tion may be found some one who succeeds more 
easily than his associates. He has discovered 
the mental technique of not giving his mind 
to thoughts of fear and failure. He has found 
that success comes by entertaining thoughts of 
confidence and success. The success of the man 
who succeeds in modest surroundings is some- 
what akin to the success of a man who conquers 
a world. Each succeeds according to his mental 
capacity to succeed or according to the measure 
of his consciousness of success. 

After we have established the habit of suc- 
cess, we feel that certain forces within us rush 
to our aid when we undertake to do something. 
We feel that we are literally carried forward 
to the goal. Nothing in the external world has 
power to impede our progress or interfere with 
our success. 

The person who seems to fail by habit con- 
fuses a new endeavor with a past failure. In 
so doing, he causes his former thoughts of fail- 
ure to play upon his new undertaking and to 
identify it with failure. He may follow such 
a line of argument as this: “Once before when 
I tried to do about the same kind of thing I 
failed. I am sure to fail this time, because here 
is this person who wants me to fail, and there 
is that circumstance which will not add any- 
thing to my success.”” We can see that he read- 
ily falls into the habit of failing. 
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The man who succeeds carries with him an 
inner conviction that he is going to succeed. 
He remembers his past successes and this helps 
to strengthen his confidence. He seems to think 
success in some automatic fashion. He is like 
some modern Midas whose golden touch might 
cause whatever he undertook to prosper. 

Do not discuss your failures with others or 
put it in their minds to think of you as always 
failing. Let them think of you as succeeding. 
Those who want their business to prosper will 
compensate you well if they think of you as 
having the habit of succeeding. They will want 
you to share the fruits of your prosperous con- 
sciousness with them. 

Before undertaking a new project, get your 
inner vision and guidance. Get the approval of 
your indwelling Spirit, then go ahead. Get 
the conviction that the Spirit within you is 
urging you to success. Go forward with this 
inner secret in your heart. 

You cannot fail when you have Truth and 
love in your heart. You are bound to succeed 
when Christ in you succeeds in making His 
presence known to you. You can go into the 
very heart of the commercial world and keep 
true to the inner vision. You can go where men 
are afraid of failure and convey to them the 
message of success. 

Make a success of something of whose suc- 
cess you have entertained doubt. Crown this 
success with another—one possibly a little 
larger and a little more difficult to achieve.

“To begin the day with an opinion 
is to be a traitor to the future.” 


SSAHAT a challenge to our prejudices this 
V5 statement is! How little do we realize 

mp4 sometimes that we begin a day with 
wa the adverse opinions and prejudices of 
the preceding day, and that we are untrue to 
the new day and its possibilities when we greet 
it with prejudice in our heart! 

The quotation, taken from a new book by 
Christopher Morley, is akin in spirit to the phi- 
losophy of the Chinese and puts a powerful ser- 
mon in a few words. It is a statement of uni- 
versal truth and would no doubt find a welcome 
place in the philosophy or religion of any peo- 
ple. None can better appreciate its worth than 
the student of Truth, because he is continually 
thinking in the vein of its philosophy. 

When you begin a new day with a limited 
viewpoint or some personal prejudice, you be- 
tray yourself into the grasp of adverse condi- 
tions. The future cannot give you anything 
if your mental attitude is of the past. The 
person who carries over strong personal prej- 
udices into a new day continues to live in yes- 
terday. Yesterday does not pass out of his 
life as long as he thinks yesterday’s thoughts. 
Today does not actually come into his life until 
he thinks the thoughts of today. 

If you begin today with some limited im- 
pression about yourself, your ability, or your 
associates, the events of the day center around 
such a limitation. Your preconceived opinion 
about situations of today will cause these situa- 
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tions to become colored with these opinions, 
good or bad. If you were always assured of 
greeting the day with the right opinion or view- 
point, it would be well to approach it opinion- 
ated. One reason we must be free from adverse 
opinions or prejudices at the dawn of a new day 
is that we should always be on the alert for the 
happy surprises and blessings that a new day 
may bring us. The limited opinions of yester- 
day may not harmonize with the blessings of 
the new day. 

In Truth you are not privileged to have an 
adverse opinion today that is based on your im- 
pressions of yesterday. To judge a person to- 
day by what he said or did yesterday is to sup- 
pose that he has had no change of mind since 
yesterday. You must remember that man is 
continually evolving. He is continually going 
on to higher states of consciousness. 

You will have experiences today that you did 
not have yesterday and that you have possibly 
never had before. How can you meet them 
with preconceived unfavorable opinions? The 
word “prejudice” carries the sense of “pre- 
viously judging.” How can you previously 
judge a new situation? 

Were you to approach a new situation today 
with an old prejudice, you would be in the posi- 
tion of having to get rid of your prejudice be- 
fore you could receive the blessing that this 
situation had in store for you. A prejudiced 
mind is fixed and to some extent crystallized. 
Lot’s wife underwent mental and physical crys-

tallization because she kept her mind on that 
which was behind her, the experiences through 
which she had already passed. 

In this quotation, “the future” refers to any 
time that comes after the forming of the prej- 
udice. We make a more practical application 
of the thought if we think of the time as today. 
Prejudices of course always belong to the past. 
You deprive yourself of the blessings of today 
when you think, as possibly you did yesterday, 
of lack. You deprive yourself of the joy of 
manifesting health today if you let your 
thoughts about disease or your doubts of yester- 
day come to mind today. 

Your having failed yesterday is no indica- 
tion that you will fail today. Do not approach 
today with the thought that your experiences 
of yesterday can in any wise limit those of 
today. In the last twenty-four hours a big 
change in consciousness may have taken place. 
It is only natural to expect that in the great 
universal scheme of things, you do not need 
today your consciousness of yesterday. 

Resolve today to lay aside your prejudices. 
Give up race and religious prejudices. Give 
up your prejudices against new ideas. Be will- 
ing to begin each day with a clear mind, un- 
colored by events of the day before. Today 
has many blessings in store for you if you will 
greet them with an open mind. Be receptive 
to the good that comes to you today, regardless 
of what you may have thought about it yester- 
day. Cease to live in the past. 








GOD’S WILL IS GOOD WILI 


myHE PRINCIPLES of mathematics do 
not permit you to add five and seven 
~ and get thirteen. We may say that 
it is the “will” of the principles of 
mathematics that you have twelve whenever 
you add five and seven. We can think of this 
as “will,” because it proves stronger than your 
own human will. You could not through con- 
centration or prayer change the principles of 
mathematics or by any human effort cause them 
to be other than dependable, accurate, and re- 
liable principles. 

You are in the position of having to “obey” 
the principles of mathematics whenever you 
would use them. The impersonal decree of the 
laws of mathematics is that you have to abide 
by their operation. You have no other re- 
course. However, their constancy and accuracy 
prove to be a blessing to you; otherwise, you 
could add five and seven one day and get six; 
add them the next and get fifty. So you see, 
what we have called the “will” of the principles 
of mathematics is, after all, good will or else 
it would prove to be vacillating and capricious, 
entirely undependable, giving you extra 
measure at one time and short measure an- 
other. 

The principle of Truth has some things in 
common with the principles of mathematics. 
When you understand and use the principle of 
Truth you cannot get hate, fear, disease, and 
failure. Like the principles of mathematics, 
it does not permit you to manifest these ad- 























versities when you use it. You have to obey 
a certain law or come under a certain agree- 
ment when you use the principle of Truth. You 
have to abide by the “decision” of the principle 
of Truth and accept the good it brings to you. 

Thinking of God as “principle” or “law” 
gives us a certain feeling of God as being de- 
pendable, accurate, and reliable. When we 
place our trust in Him and coéperate with Him 
we understand what His will for us is. We 
realize that it is always good will. Thinking 
of Him as the “law” of our life, we realize 
that He is the “principle” of our health. We 
realize that we can have naught but health 
when we apply the principle of Truth. 

You will not understand the absolute na- 
ture of God until you think of Him as Principle. 
Prayer will seem to be a hit-and-miss proposi- 
tion until you realize that it is founded on 
spiritual law. Your business is likely to have 
its ups and downs, its times of prosperity and 
of adversity, until you know that it is founded 
on principle, the never-varying principle of 
prosperity and success. 

God’s will for you could no more be disease 
and failure than the “will” of the principles 
of mathematics could be confusion or mistakes 
in addition. God does not “permit” you to have 
disease or failure when you apply His law any 
more than the principles of mathematics per- 
mit you to add five and seven and get thirteen 
as the result. God is good and the action of 
His law is always good.

@ v4 fairs in the keeping of God through 
=<1 the consciousness that all is well. We 
need not be anxious when we do this. We need 
have no fear that disaster will come to us. In 
God’s keeping, all that we have is assured of 
loving protection. 

Man worries when he believes that some- 
thing of an evil nature will delay the mani- 
festation of his good. His worry is evidence 
of his lack of trust. He becomes anxious be- 
cause his belief in the power of evil is greater 
than his trust in God. 

If you would rid yourself of anxiety, fill your 
mind so full of trust in God that there is no 
room for an anxious thought. Only by believ- 
ing in the omnipotence of God can you free 
yourself from the belief that so-called evil has 
power to prevent your good from being mani- 
fested at a certain time. Your trust in God 
removes from your mind the barrier which 
keeps your good from coming into visibility. 

The person who is free from worry has 
learned to exclude anxiety about external things 
from his mind.

Deprived of 
your body, you would not be able to work out 
the problems that have to do with the mani- 
fest world. 


If you would not think adverse thoughts and 
let these be pictured forth in your body as 
weakness and disease, it would be manifest 
as a temple of perfection. In Truth your body 
is not a thing of weakness and disease. It is 
the embodiment of your consciousness. It is 
the expression of the light, peace, joy, love, 
and presence of Spirit within you. 


If you would improve the condition of your 
body, improve your thought. Cease thinking 
thoughts of adversity and disease and these 
conditions will no longer appear in your body. 
Behold your body as it exists in Truth: the 
temple of the living God: the temple of peace, 
health, and strength.

ESUS brought to mankind the heavenly 
message that Christ in the midst of 
4 man gives him freedom. He found 
" man believing that he is in bondage 
to adversity, evil, disease, and poverty.

Fear is purely negative. It is a failure to 
realize our innate courage. Frail individuals in 
time of danger and need have forgotten their 
personal fears and have manifested great 
strength and courage. They have found within 
themselves that which knows no fear and have 
manifested the courage of Christ within.

=—<2 do this, you will come to see that in 
Truth there is no other presence and no other 
power. You obey the first commandment when 
you have but one god—God, the good. To be- 
lieve in the reality of evil is to believe in an- 
other god or another power and, consequently, 
in some rival of the omnipotence of the one God. 

Evil exists solely as something emanating 
from man’s erroneous thought. When man does 
not know the truth about the one God, he be- 
lieves that God has an opposite. He believes 
that life is a warfare between two gods: God 
and a devil, good and evil. He believes that 
in some way God shares His omnipotence with 
an evil power, he thinks that God shares His 
omnipresence with the presence of sin, disease, 
and lack. 

Give your whole thought to God, the good. 
Realize that according to the higher truths of 
being there is naught but God, nothing but good 
coming into manifestation in your life to the 
exclusion of evil.

Know that so- 
called evil has no principle back of it, no law 
of heaven to sustain it. 

In Truth, there is but one God, one law— 
that of good. You should not believe in many 
gods, neither should you think of many laws, 
including laws of evil. There is no law of Truth 
to give presence and power to sin, evil, fear, 
disease, and failure. The only law is the law 
of love, health, and success—the law of Truth. 

The law of God is one that sustains heaven 
and earth. Without this law, without God, 
there would be no foundation, no background 
for these. Having no law, no Truth, no sub- 
stance back of them, they would lack perma- 
nence and the ability to endure. 

Think often of yourself as ruled by God and 
by His law and principle.

The life of Christ is the life that animates 
your whole being.

Divine Mind is the activity of Truth. When 
you have the experience of thinking a thought 
of Truth, you know that Truth is active in your 
consciousness. We may think of Divine Mind 
as the philosophy of Truth operating as 
thought. We make our thoughts conform to 
this “mind” when we let Truth become active 
in us. Remember that Divine Mind is not 
something apart from us. You may have the 
sense of separation when you do not think 
Truth, but Divine Mind is the activity of spir- 
itual thought that you know as spiritual con- 
sciousness.
